VERGARA'S REMAINS RECOVERED
FROM MEXICAN CEMETERY
AND TAKEN TO TEXAS,

VICTIM TORTURED TO DEATH

Corpse Contained Saveral Bullets,
Head Crushed In and Hands Were
Charred-—Carranza Ordéra Villa |
Net to MHarm Terrazas.

Laredo, Texas, March 10.—8everal |
Texas rangers sald to bave been act
Ing undor orders from Governor Col- |
quitt crogsed into Mexico on Sunday,
exhumed the body of Clementa Ver- |
gara, the Toxas ranchman who was
kidnaped and put to death by a band
of Mexlean federsls three weeks ago,
and brought the body back Lo the
Amerioan side,

The body woas in such a good state
of preservatlon that it was easlly
fdentifled, and all the wounds could be
distingulshed. There were several bul-
let wounds on the body and the head
had been erushed in with some bLlunt
Instrument, The charred condition of
the hands indicated that Vergara had

been twortured before belng put to |
daath,
Washington, March 10.—Sir Cectl

Spring-Rice, Hritigh ambassador, called
al the siate department and Informed
Secretiary Bryan that an Englishman
named Syndan had been driven off his |
ranch and that his property was in |
danger of destruction.

STATE DEPARTMENT COUNSELOR
RESIGNS HIS OFFICE.

Disagreements With Higher Officlals
Is Belleved to Have Led to
This Action.

Washington, March 6.—John Das-
sett Moorae, counselor of the state de-
partment, who ranks as acting secre-
tary, resigned on Wednesday and his
resignation has been accepled by
Presldent Wllson. BSlmultaneously the
president nominated W. Phillips of
Toston to be third assistant secrelary
of state.

Humors have bean currant for spme
time that friction had developed be-
tween Mr, Moore and Secrstary of
Btate '3rvan.

His reasons for taking this action
weré not madoe publle when the reslg-
natinn was announced. It s bellaved,
however, that he had heon greatly dls-
gntinflad with the management of the
stnte dopartment under Secra2iary of

State Bryan and that he has fre
quenlly expressed his dissatisfaction
to President Wilson.

When he assumed office, Mr. Moore

the first year of thé administration
had been concluded, and now that
that time hns passed, Mr. Moore, it is
enld, feels that It Is no longer Incum-
bent on him to stayv In office. It Is ex-
pected that Presldent Wilson will
make o stalement regarding the res-
lgnation In a short time,

Mr. Moore had enjoyed many posl
tions of hopnor and trust in govern-
mental service prior to his appolnt
ment.

Mr, Moors would make no comment
upon his resigoation nor would he
glve any reason for his action.

PROMHIBITS FREE TOLLS FOR
AMERICAN SHIPPING.

SMITH ATTACKS PRESIDENT

Senator Criticizes Wilson Because of
His Attitude on Canal Tolla in View
of Democratic Platform — Other
Comments on Message.

Washington, March 9.—DBy a vote
of 14 to 3, the house Interstate com-
merce committes decided on Friday
o report favorably the bill repealing
the clause of the Panama canal act
which grants free tolls to Amerlcan
coastwive shipping.

On Thursday atter President Wilson
had called upon congress to act, Sena-
tor Chilton of West Virginian intro-
duced a bill to amend the Panama
canal act and permit the repeal of the
clause exempting Amerlean coastwise
shipplng from the pauyment &f tolis.
The text of the provision rewds

"Thoe president notwithastanding
anything hervin contalned |s here by
nuthorized and empowered by proclu-
mation to meke, suspend,
change, or abolish any tolls contem
plated or provided for by this act, and
mey prescribe tolls to charged in
any case fn which tolls are prohibited
heraln."

ARROW satin ribbons plain or

dotted, and wider weaves of the
same kind, are pictured hero made up
Into ribbon ornaments to be pinned
or tacked to petticoats, nightdresses,
coraet covers, ele.

Wiash ribbons of excellent quality,
from one-halfl Inch to two and a half
inches wide, are usced for these hand-
some ornaments. They are furbelows,
pure and simple, serving no purpose
of utility. But they sre a feature of
lingerie atyles present and to come.

The parrowest ribbons are made up
in rosettes llke thope shown in the
pleture. Pendant ends are tied in tiny
butterfly bows, or knotted loops nre
knotted at the center. At the back
these little rosettes are to be sewed
to very amall safety pins, and with
them pinned {0 the petticoal or night-
dress or combination. Flower forms
are simulated in the rose and pen-
fants ia Bowa af this kind, or o balt of

For lace-trimmed petticoats the ro-
golte of dotted ribbon an inch and a
half wide, shown at the left, is the
favorite design.

The decorative ribbons
need not be laundered, but may be
cleaned with gasoline.
